But. as regards 
the things sent that are expected to 
be useful, one or two suggestions 
may not be out of place. 


Don't send food. Our soldiers are 


the best fed fighting men in the 
world. They get three of ihe squar- 
est kinds of meals every day and 
this will be the case even when they 
are in the trenches. Our sailor boys 
if possible, are even better fed than 
our soldier boys. To furnish them 
with additional provender is sheer 
waste. They don't want it- 


What they do want are the little 


luxuries and comforts, such as candy 
and tobacco. The latter should be 
in "smoking" form, available for 
pipe or cigarette. As for candy, the 
stuff that is in demand is not of the 
perishable sort, such as chocolate- 
creams, which soon become stale, 
but 
gum-drops, lemon-drops and 


other such chewable and suckable 
confections. 
Chocolate, plain or 


flavored with vanilla, is always most 
acceptable.

HE edict has gone forth from 
those who dictate the fashions 
in amusements.

•een before or is likely to tee again; 
comedy that will make 'em laugh 
without a struggle; wave the flag 
now and then, but go very slow with 
the sob stuff.

There hasn't been any organized 


action on the part of the authors, 
directors and producers of America's 
theatrical attractions, but with few 
exceptions they have all gone in 
stronger than ever before for farces, 
revues and extravaganzas.

twenty years it had been the unwritten law that the 
chairman of the finance committee should act as the 
city's head during absences of the mayor. In foi-mer 
administrations Brandenstein thus acted by virtue of 
such position, and also Jennings. But the chairman 
of the finance committee at the present time is Power. 
Power is the mayor's bete noir, though at one time he 
was high in mayoral favor. Just where they parted 
ways does not appear, and is not important. It i* suf- 
ficient to know they are very far asunder now. Power 
enjoys considerable popularity on the board, and is a 
man of force, and a lively time was anticipated when 
the matter of a successor came to an issue. But such 
a scene as transpired was hardly looked for. When 
the question came to vote and the supervisor saw that 
the mayor had proved to be too much of a statesman 
for^him and had secured pledges of an overwhelming 
majority of the members to his support—meaning that 
they had agreed to leave the naming of his under- 
study to himself—there w-as supplication on the part 
of the vanquished and gloating on the part of the tri- 
umphant that was unedifying to all who like to see 
the manly thing. It was a considerable humiliation 
to the supervisor to have an old custom reversed iu 
such a way. It was a display such as is seldom seen 
in men of high station—the exultation on the other 
hand over discomfiting a political enemy. The best 
criticism that I have heard was that of a familiar of 
the mayor: "Jim was too raw. It left too many 
sores. Power is a live wire, and he and his friends 
will lay for Jim on every occasion. Some of the mem- 
bers who voted to support the mayor didn't relish it a 
little bit, and their loyalty to him is of the enforced 
order. His play was to set the scene and keep away 
himself and let the other fellows do it. His work was 
coarse." 
Dual Naval Bases 


It is pretty well settled that the Federal govern- 


- 
• 


the new naval base. Dry docks at Hunter's Point, 
being already constructed, will be maintained there, 
but extensive acreage will not be acquired. That will 
be unnecessary because of the large area that will be 
given the government at Alameda, The multiplicity 
of owners and the great cost of condemnation stood 
against a Jarge area at Hunter's Point. Besides, the 
site would have had to be leveled, and that would 
have been an enormous work, necessitating great out- 
lay. At Alameda there is nothing 1o do but dredge 
and fill. The delay in definitely settling the selections 
is understood to be due to the exhaustion of funds 
for the preliminary tests and surveys. There is some 
confusion as to the exact nature of this proposed naval 
establishment. There is a navy yard at Vallejo. with 
dry docks and equipment for shipbuilding and repairs. 
It is not understood that these are to be supplanted, 
but rather that they are to be supplemented. The 
naval requirements of this nation on the Pacific Coast 
have so expanded that extensive additions to the 
means of caring for naval craft have been found 
necessary. 
Mooser Kept At It 


If Supervisor McLerau, Frank Hennessey. Randolph 


Whiting and Hugo K. Asher had heeded tin- statement 
in the Knave of last week as to the rcappoinlment of 
Collector of the Port Davis, they would not now be 
joshed for having sent forth on Monday a circular 
letter addressed to Democrats of Iho city and uririnir 
them to flood Senator Phelan and Secretary McAdoo 
with messages urging the appointment of Louis H. 
Mooser. Five days before this circular letter was 
mailed Ihe Knave was in possession of the information 
that Davis' reappointment was foregone. The appeal 
for the telegraphic flood to descend upon the national 
capital in behalf of Mooser was written upun sta- 
tionery of the City and County of San Francisco, and 
on that account has added interest. The gaiety of 
those who are familiar with political action has been 
considerably promoted by this incident. One day after 
the beseeching letters were mailed the announcement 
of Davis* appointment, so widely expected, was an- 
nounced. 
A New P,aper Material 


Rice culture has proven a profitable industry in 


this part of the State, and the practice ha* been to 
burn the straw after the grain has been threshed. 
But it has been found to contain a strong fiber. It 
was testitl i'i. a material f«»r ii»rlaiu 'kiiiti* i»f paper 
fabric. For containers and certain kinds of board for 
shipping boxes it was found to be entirely suitable: 
so that henceforth a large residue of the rice crop 
which was reg:'rdi»d ;>« n nui«ance, and the di«po«;tl 
of which involved trouble and some expense, is to be- 
come a byproduct of \aliic. A factory ha.- 
IK-CM 


erected in the east bay district where rice straw will 
be converted into paper products. Twenty-four thou- 
sand tons of straw have been contracted for, which 
will be baled and brought down to the bay to be manu- 
factured. This is to he an important industry, as 


there is a growing demand for paper product of this 
character, and material for all kinds of paper is 
notoriously shy. 
The Lumber Business 


A lumberman of this city was setting forth the 


troubles and embarrassments of the business on the 
Pacific Coast. At the present time many of the mills, 
especially those in Oregon and Washington, are idle 
through strikes. The millmen are out for $3.50 a day 
and eight hours, it is represented tuat tue com- 
petitive section is the Southern States. There they 
pay $1.50 to ?2 a day of ten and twelve hours. Freight 


SL'.SO a thousand against §10 from California. .That 
practically shuts off the Eastern market The closing 
of the mills in the Northwest has caused Federal in- 
quiry. Lumber is not forthcoming for ships and air- 
planes. It has been intimated that an eight-hour day 
should be granted. California lumbermen have noti- 
fied the administration that they are agreeable to an 
eight-hour day if that shall be established by Federal 
limitation over the entire country. But it was fore- 
gone that such a regulation would not be enforced iu 
the South. Besides, Southern lumbermen do not have 
the labor troubles that other sections are under. They 
have a way of forestalling strikes and of squelching 
agitators that would not be practicable in the North. 
It will be noticed that there are no accounts of I. W. 
W. operating in the South. About the only comfort 
the lumbermen of California have is that the lumber- 
men of the South cannot reach this market with their 
product. 
A Bonus Earned 


It is stated that the contractor for the Southern 


Pacific Company's new office building will earn a con- 
siderable bonus through completing the structure ahead 
of time. The limit is September 15. The builder's ap- 
pliances have not been removed from around, the build- 
ing, but the structure is about finished. The contract 
calls for a bonus of $500 for every day short of Sep- 
tember 15' that the building shall have been completed, 
and a penalty in like amount for every day over that 
is required to finish it. But this has been modified 
by agreement because of changes in the plans that were 
found to be advisable. The new building has already 
received some of its tenants, and they are moving in 
every day. The latest were the accountants of the 
catering department. The elevators are running, being 
"broken in." One interesting and possibly unlooked- 
for thing in connection with this new structure is its 
rating for municipal taxation. The city tax collector 
rl«<5«ifipei it n« a <rpTtprnl commercial structure because 
the ground floor is to be let in stores. It would have 
a different rating if it were exclusively used for com- 
pany purposes. The difference in the tax rate is con- 
siderable. 
One Effect of S. P. Move 


The completion and occupation of the new building 


will have one effect that has not generally been 
counted on. A large number of the 2200 employee^ at 
the head offices of this great corporation live in east- 
bay localities. The place of their employment being 
moved down to within a block of the ferry building 
brings them nearer their work and makes it easier of 
access than would be the case if they lived in any of 
the suburbs on this side. When they land they are 
right at their work. The old location of the general 
offices is a mile away, necessitating an extra fare as 
well as extra time in reaching it. This fact will con- 
firm the east-bay region for residence of Southern Pa- 
cific employees at the general offices. 
The changes 


will have far-reaching effect on the city front in other 
ways, for such a large number of men cannot be set 
down in a new location without making an impression 
on the catering and shopping importance of it. As to 
catering, the Van Noy concern, in opening a big cafe 
in the ferry building, evidently had the clerical army 
that is so shortly to be housed in its immediate vicin- 
ity in mind. 
The Flood Building 


It has been a subject of discussion for a long time 


what would be done to or with the Flood building 
when the Southern Pacific Company relinquished its 
offices therein, which is to be done before the first of 
October. The company has occupied nearly all the 
building abo\e the ground floor. Some of its depart- 
ments are housed in great spaces, which will have to 
be sub-divided for any other use. The superintendent 
of the building states that the interior will be entirely 
reconstructed into high-class offices. Architect Bruce 
has been assigned the general supervision, and has 
drawn plans, li i* now the purpose to reconstruct the 
five upper stories especially for physicians. The mat- 
ter of material that is obtainable is just now uncer- 
tain. so that it cannot be determined exactly as to the 
finish, but it will of course be much more ornate than 
that which did for railroad general offices. All state- 
ments as to the cost of the transformation have been 
purely guesswork. The superintendent is not able to 
give even an approximation of the expense of putting 
the building in condition for a new and varied tenan- 
try, but it must be concluded that itVill mount into 
the hundreds of thousands. 
State Organization of Producers 


The California Association of Practical Farmers, 


an organization that uuiie I;. to life last spring an;l 
that maintains headquarters in the Palace Hotel, was 
organized for the purpise of mobilizing farm labor, 
obtaining cheap money tor the farmer and heading off 
speculation in food. It numbers among its members 
some of the most successful farmers in California. It 


has been found that the start was made too late to 
accomplish very much in the way of conserving help, 
but the organization has proved to be a rallying point 
for the producer in general, and now there is a pros- 
pect of the State being thoroughly organized in all 
the branches of farm industry through this nucleus. 
There are one hundred and forty societies, associa- 
tions and cluba throughout the State, organized to 
further some particular Hue of industry or enterprise. 
Some/ of them are of State significance, but most of 
tiK-iu are coufhicd to u Jiou'icl or a county, and, many 
are concerned in a single enterprise. These are to be 
corelated, or at least a meeting is to be held about 
thp middle of October, delpjrntps from every organiza- 
tion having been invited, when the attempt will be 
made to merge them in a homogeneous whole. 
A Cabbage Story 


The advantage of a corelated organization of the 


various agricultural industries is illustrated in an 
Incident of which the practical farmers' organization 
became cognizant. One Joseph Pierson, a farmer near 
Marysville, planted fifty acres to cabbages. 
It came 


on thriftily and matured handsomely. Cabbages sold 
at §89 a ton until about the time that his was ready 
to market, when it dropped to $20. He shipped six 
carloads, which were sold at a loss, and when he 
found that the crop could not be marketed from the 
returns he abandoned it, offering to give the produce 
away to whoever would come and get it. Nobody 
applying, he advertised, and received 
seventeen 


answers, with the request that he send it around and 
the writers would accept. Then he plowed some 450 
tons of cabbage under. It was not a week after he 
had done this when an agent came along and made it 
known that he was purchasing sauerkraut, it was 
understood for the government Had there been a 
central organization at which the product had been 
listed, it is readily seen how it could have become a 
source of profit to the owner instead of loss. The 
farmer and the sauerkraut buyer together visited the 
offices of the Practical Farmers' Association and re- 
lated the foregoing facts. 
Query Mark As to Symphony 


This is an off season for symphony, and it is not to 


be expected there would be mucli stir in that direc- 
tion ; but the extreme quiet is taking on something of 
an ominous character. It is abnormal. Money enough 
has been subscribed to carry the next season of the 
San Francisco symphony through, and it is thus 
assured as to its finances*; but there is a feeling that 
the situation is precarious as to war possibilities. 


frrpntlir rcrpnonf'pT'fltiruT iti flip mnsio It 


is realized that things might take a turn that would 
chill the symphony enterprise. This possibility is 
recognized in other centers, and some of the music 
publications have taken to discussing it in a rather 
open way. One feature that has been dilated upon is 
the fact that symphonic efforts and the larger music 
enterprises generally in this couatry are almost en- 
tirely in the hands of German directors and con- 
ductors and have a very decided Teutonic tinge. 
There is not an American eminent in conducting 
higher class music enterprises, though there are sev- 
eral who are reckoned of high order and of unusual 
competency. One of the greater musical efforts — that 
at Chicago under the direction of an Italian maestro — 
has foresworn all German music. 
The Music Situation 


The St. Louis Republic discusses the musical situa- 


tion in a way to fetch the matter directly up for con- 
sideration. Doubtless the ideas advanced have sug- 
gested themselves to others having to do with music 
affairs since this country entered the war, and are 
the cause of the lull that has been noticed in music 
projects. The article goes-on to say that we are not 
at war with German music, but with kaiserism; and 
it notes that while President Wilson skfllfully differ- 
entiated the German government from the German 
people, the kaiser is receiving the support of the people 
almost to a man. The article names some of the cou- 
r)"0tn"c f>t »w York. Boston and Cincinnati, de- 
plores that we have left our orchestral work so com- 
pletely to that nationality, discusses the country's 
paucity of native musicians, and ends by saying that 
it would be well for us as a nation to develop our own 
musicians in our own spirit, conducting our re- 
hearsals and singing our operas in our own language 
and teaching our pupils to sing it. It is realized that 
a great battle in which American troops fought and 
suffered, or the sinking of a transport in which num- 
bers of them were- drowned, would materially lessen 
the appetite here for German music. 
Disorders Impairing Credit 


Some of the thoughtful business men are deploring 


{lie strikes., agitations and general municipal ructions 
that are* so often occurring. They fear that the dis- 
orders and attacks on vested interests will operate 
against the city's credit in the placing of municipal 
bonds, and in the matter of private investment on the 
part of those at a distance, looking for an inviting 
lield. There is a chronic enmity to the water com- 
pany, which is accorded constant publicity, and there 
is an antagonism to the street car interests that is 
likely to cause its collapse. The bonds of this com- 
pau\ are now down to thirty. They are mostly held 
in the East, and that Jinancial center will be very 
likely to take account, especially as the conditions 
here are apt to be magnified. The city is in the mar- 
ket as an extensive borrower. It desires to place five 
millions of Hctch Hetchy bonds at the present time. 
They had been tentatively placed, but the arrange- 
ment fell through. It is not at all impossible that 


this failure was due to a feeling among financiers 
that something of the gilt edge has been taken off 
our securities by the disorders and antagonisms in 


1 which utilities which are bonded are involved. 
Chambers' Friends Busy 


The entrance of State Controller Chambers into the 


arena for the Governorship is the latest considerable 
news in that direction. He had been mentioned as a 
possibility,. as many others had been without much 
consideration as a probability; but now bis friends ap- 
pear to be getting busy and urging the reasons and 
wherefores. To begin with, they say he has been a 
successful journalist—successful us to competency auu 
worth; that he has been an independent and outspoken 
State official. As the watchdog of the treasury as to 
propositions which the legislature had under advise- 
ment, and some of which that body enacted into laws, 
he has not always agreed with that which has been 
done, and his dissent has generally been backed by 
cogent reasons. But his Progressive friends are rather 
particular to point out that he has always performed 
on general Progressive lines. As a vote-getter those 
who are urging him along cite his record in the elec- 
tion of 1914. That was his first candidacy for a State 
office. In the primary he received a total of 310,000 
votes—115,000 Republican, 99,794 Progressive, and 
95,039 Democratic. The Governor's vote totaled 138,- 
131, of which 15,307 were straight Republicans and 
none Democratic. Even that political phenomenon, 
Secretary Jordan, was outdistanced, as he received but 
201,400 votes. At the general election Chambers re- 
ceived 622,988 votes as the result of having .won the 
candidacies of the three leading parties, while 460,495 
were cast for the candidate for Governor and 487,000 
for the Secretary of State. These figures are glibly 
quoted by the Chambers propagandists to show that 
he has a way with him that takes with the voters, 
which is considered highly essential to political suc- 
cess even by those who aftect a lofty view about such 
things. 
Soldiers to Be Safeguarded 


The plan of caring for soldier morals, which late 


despatches state is now to be taken up by the military 
authorities, originated here some four months ago in 
the California Military Welfare League. And it was 
a frankly practical proposition at first; so frank that 
it shocked some of the good people who were drawn 
into it. The proposed amelioration was along the lines 
of medical regulation rather than of restriction. A 
medical clinic was a part of the scheme, but as this 
recognized a thing that is not discussed in polite

very much came of the effort. It is now announced 
that the military authorities are to "clean, up the 
city." That sounds like hackneyed stuff, and while 
it may improve general conditions it is not likely to 
greatly protect the soldier. The exact meaning of* 
"clean up" in this connection is not explained, but 
whatever it may be, it has been induced by the failure 
of the police judges to co-operate in the recent vice 
raid that was attempted by the civic authorities. 
Halt at Camp Fremont 


Here is a fine possibility. A despatch from Wash- 


ington states that work at Camp Fremont has been 
halted because of a dispute with the local authorities 
over sewers. The State health officers insist that the 
grounds which are to become Ihe mobilizing cents* 
for forty thousand men shall be sewered. The military 
authorities claim that for a temporary camp, as this 
is likely to be, a sewer system is not necessary. And 
there is a deadlock. It is an interesting instance of 
the pebble blocking the railroad train. There will be 
some interest as to -the outcome, for many people are 
likely to be curious as to what happens when muni- 
cipal or county or State authority encounters Federal 
authority. There is likely to be a hope out 'Blingham 
way that the implied threat of the military to abandon 
the Menlo Park location will be carried out. Ever 
since the camp was located there has been something 
of an aristocratic scurry to get out from under, and

New Zealand Flax 


We of California do not know as much about the 


trust in binding twine as they know in bouie other 
States, for the reason that it is not the practice here 
to bind grain. The combined harvester goes into a 
field and harvests the grain at one operation. That 
is possible in California, but it is not possible in the 
greater area of wheat-growing districts. There grain 
is cut and bound in sheaves, and the binding is done 
with a special twine. This is made from sisal, a son 
of hempen plant, grown mostly in Mexico. Its growth 
and manufacture has been a monopoly. Lately a good 
substitute has been discovered in Sew Zealand flax, 
and efforts have been made to introduce the plain in 
a commercial way. It is already here as an orna- 
mental plant, but the attempt to import it in quantity 
that is necessary to make it a commercial product has 
so far failed of success.

For planting the water Illy (nymphaoa) 


and lotus (nelumblum), tho chief stock 
in trade of the water g-irden, containers 
for tho plants must ordinarily be pro- 
vided. Permanent ones may be made of 
concrete In tho form 
of hollow boxes 


twelve to eighteen Inches deep and four 
feet each way. Tho size will depend 
chiefly on tho variety of plant to b« 
Brown. The larger sorts of trie nymphaea 
nnd lotus need up to twelvo or fifteen 
cubic feet of earth for their best de- 
velopment but will got along tolerably 
well with ten. Smaller plnnta will grow In 
as little as two cubic feet of BO!. Sub- 
stitutes for tho cement boxes which sug- 
gest themselves are wicker baskets or 
boxes made of latlis. The best soil with 
which to nil th<< containers is a mlxturo 
of equal parts of any garden loam anil 
well rotted manure.

WHAT PLANTS TO USE 
FOR THE WATER SURFACE. 


The planting of the water area should 


bo done with the necessity constantly in 
mind of not overcrowding. A well grown 
nymphaea will cover 50 sqtiai-o feet of 
space without muth difficulty, many will 
add 25 Hquaie fc"t to that and 
others 


of the medlum-lnigo sorts have done six 
feet nnd more ft om the roots in every 
eimdlciisslina, numphaea lotus, nymprJaea, 
marllacca, albida, cronmtella and tube- 
rosa and most of the nelumblums will 
need even larger ipace than this. Much 
of the be.auty of i heie aquatics fs In the 
leaf display and the flowers are often al- 
most as fur out from the plant as tho 
farthest leaves. 
The aquatics for tho 


most part are nt their best In full sun- 
light, though plight ahado through a 
portion of the day 
is not detrimental. 


While stagnant w.vter may commit other 
offonsea, it does not hinder, but rather, 
assists .their g«n\ th. 
Hedges, cat-talla, 


alders and the llko are other plants that 
•will grow right In tho water. 
Raising the rij mphacus and 
nelum- 


blums, though, thi started plants may bo 
purchased. Is not so difficult from the 
fcoed but that almost anyone may attempt 
4t. 
The seed should bo sown early in 


February in 
go< d potting soil, which 


consists of one-third each loam and sand 
and leaf mold, the seed being buried a 
quarter Inch deep. The seed boxes should 
bo kept within the wunny window of a 
house or under glass in a cold frame until 
they sprout and then gradually exposed 
to the air as tho weather grows warmer 
until they are two or three Inc-hea In 
height, when they may fce picked oft Into 
small pots. They should be kept growing 
from then on, being repotted in larger 
nnd larger sized (tots until the middle or 
last of March, when the nymphaeas may 
bo set out, keeping the nelumbliwns in 
(he pots lor perhaps a month longlr. In 
the pond tho ncl'imblums should occupy 
tho larger boxes and the nymphaeas the 
smaller, the former being used for those 
boxes farthest fiom the ordinary view- 
points as they are of tailor and some- 
what more show f growth.

flowers 


need little subsequent caro except that 
after a few yeara the rootstockb will have 
multiplied to such an extent that division 
is necessary. ThH is best done in spring, 
before the new giowth starts, and is ac- 
complished much as one would divide the 
rhizomes of tbe common flag irla or caii- 
nus.

HOW BEST TO DRESS 
MARGINS OF PONDS. 


Marginal plant ng about a water 'area 


ohould present i considerable diversity to 
be at its best. The plants may almost 
bo mingled without any order; at least, 
the order should not I'O apparent. Ferns 
form one of the most pleasing sorts of 
material, and do especially well If located 
In the better di alned bpots where they 
may receive the water from n cascade 
or waterfall or benefit 
by the 
cooler 


temperature whl< li evaporation from the 
water surface induces. Where there aro 
taller growths about the pond, the ground 
Hpace la most at tractive because of 1U 
natural aopeel If it Is well grown with low 
Bhrulii, vines nr d tho like to Imitate a 
thicket. 
Plants that do very well for 


tills are the wild cucumber, which qultldy 
covers a considerable amount of giotimlj 
and honeysuckles. 


Tho umbrella plant, cyperius 
alternl- 


folltis. Is an excellent plant for this sort 
of location, but not loo many individuals 
should bo used. Aponogeton cllsUu'hyum 
antl tho pickerel weed, pontederia cci- 
dnta, more familiar at the cast, perhaps, 
than with us, are 
plants that 
may be 


mingled with tho .syperhiB. One combina- 
tion of plant.s, when a bright accent of 
reds is Joslred, Includes the 
cardinal 


flower and the monkey flower, iobelia- 
fulgens or ci.rdlnalis and mlmulus, both 
of* which grow well here. The Japanese 
Iris, beyond being eminently nulled to 
such a damp location as this, Is one of 
tho most beautiful' of all plants so used, 
while cnllas do eKjunlly well and tho In- 
teresting papyrus antiquorum may a!so 
bo used. Farther back may be planted 
the bamboos of 
various 
sorts, 
such 


trccH as the birch and willow and such 
grasses t>s the pumpa and eululla. 
In 


planting birch, willow and other larger 
growths contrive to place 
them that 


Pleasing views of the water area may 
be afforded to the person approaching. 


The pond that is not fed by a constant 
etream will need some care to prevent 
the accumulation of insects, 
especially 


mosquitoes, and It? otherwise becoming 
displeasing or insanitary. 
Tho growth of 


algae may be discouraged at Intervals by 
Buspondlng In the water for a brief time 
a cloth sack in which Is a small quantity 
of copper sulphate. This Is best moved 
about In different parts of the pond, stay- 
Ing In each but a few rr.inutes. Otherwise 
It is apt. to hurt tho planted growths. 
Goldfish in the pond are one of the best 
prophylactic.') tiyulnst mosquitoes, though 
there Is no reason for not introducing 
other sorts of flph for the same purpose, 
larger ones must not be put In as a 
lule with the goldfish, or tho latter may 
Buffer fiom their attacks. 
Keiosenlng 


tho surface of the pond Is nn extreme 
measure against mosquitoes that will be 
found as effective as It is unpleasant. 
Whatever pains of this sort are taken it 
•will still be advisable, if not altogether 
necessary, to empty the pond once a 
ciuarter or oftener and thoroughly clean 
it. 
This, unless done when tho pond 


lilies and otusos are quiescent, 
shoud 


be performed with as much dispatch as 
possible to prevent drying out of the roots 
of these plants, unless they arc planted 
in concrete or other boxes that prevent 
their being: drained, .TJB the water falls In 
llio pond. 


If the small garden plot Is to b« 
made to bring the maximum returns 
In economy and 
pleasure 
to 
the 


owner, every available foot of it must 
be made to work continuously. 
This 
can be accomplished only by careful 
planning and it ia recommeded, there- 
fore, that amateur gardeners draw up 
in advance a complete 
layout 
for 
their garden. 
No more spare should 


be allotted to each than ia needed to 
furnish a sufficient quantity of 
tho 
vegetable for the family 
consump- 
tion or for local sale. In many cases, 
also, space should be left between the 
rows for the inter-planting of 
later 
crops and for easy cultivation. Plants 
which make a high growth and cause 
heavy shade should not be located 
where they will Interfere with sun- 
loving turaill plants. 
Perennials, too, 
such as rhubarb and asparagus, which 
are not cultivated, should 
not 
be 


RTown among plants which call 
for 
tillage. 


If a garden is planned In this way 
and the scheme carried out, the plan 
should be kept for use the following 
year, with notes of the success 
or 
failure of the different 
Items In It. 
For example, If too much or too little 
of any vegetable was grown this fact 
should be recorded. 
It Is not desir- 
able, however, to follow too closely 
the same plan In succeeding years. 
The same kind of vegetables .should 
not be grown twice, if this can 
be 
avoided, In the same part 
of 
the 
garden. 


As a rule, foliage crops such as 
lettuce, spinach and kale do fairly 
well in partial shade, but even these 
must have sunshine two or threo 
hours a day. In laying out the 
garden, therefore, use shadier parta 
for such plants and reserve the sunny 
spaces for those which must hav« 
plenty of sunlight to grow and fruit 
properly.

the small number who, before the 
war, were threatening: to bring- back 
to England laurela long lost, who 'l» / 
able to write of something- aave the' 
great struggle.

gion and even Arnold Bennett has 
taken to scenes of carnag-e. 
John 


Galsworthy holds on to the determina- 
tion that come what may, even if it 
be a splitting of the world, he will go 
on being: a better novelist each year. 


"Beyond" is a book that Wells 


might be writing now if there wero 
no war. 
It is a bit like his "Mar- 


riage," and also In a small way re mi. 
nlscent of Herrick's "Together." 
It 


is the story of a marriage that was a 
failure and of a woman's decision to 
be happy beyond 
tha conventions. 


Gyp's life with Piorsen, the musician, 
was an unhappy and impossible one 
and yet was filled with experience to 
make her the woman who could arrive 
at her later momentous decision. She 
discovered that something in him had 
given away^'as when, in winding a 
watch, the key turns on and on, the 
rachet being broken." 


It. was inevitable that the union 


could not be permanent and "Gyp" 
goes back to her fearless and broken 
father. She finds happiness and con- 
tentment in her love for Summerhay. 
Love has been her compelling influ- 
ence. It led her first into disastrous 
marriage and later to defy conven- 
tion in the conviction that it not only 
justified but demanded such a course.

and too great a novelist to overdraw 
his heroin's virtues and to paint too 
heavily the forces tigainst her.

feels there is a heart to this book, 
experiences the pleasure that comes 
eeldom more often ihan once or twice 
a year—the pleasure of greeting a 
new novel that is one in all the word 
should mean. 


Galsworthy, then, will continue to 


write. When the war is a number of 
years In the past and may be seen in 
lights uncolored by prejudice, perhaps 
he will use some of it In a book.

Mr. Harriman's diroct business re- 


lations with the far east began In 
J905, when In a letter to Lloyd C. 
Gnscom, American minister to Tokyo, 
he wrote. "It is important to save the 
commercial interests of the 
United 


States from being entirely wiped from 
tho Pacific Ocean in the future, and 
the way to find out what is best to be 
done is to start something." 


That "something" which was a defi- 


nite object In Mr. Harriman's brain 
was the extension of American influ- 
ence and promo!ion of American com- 
merce in- the far east. 


Beyond that clearly defined purpose 


he had not worked out details but his 
plan 
included

round-the-world 


transportation 
line, 
under 
unified 


American control, by way of Japan, 
Manchuria, Siberia, European Russia 
and the Atlantic Ocean.

to the world at large an impiaclica.ble 
and a dream.

the Union Pacific and other railroads 
saw the possibility and the opportuni- 
ty be sought.

"The Pirifish Empire at War " It is, 
in brief, an answer to certain of the 
author's American friends who had in- 
timated to him that "Great Britain 
was not doing her full share In the 
atruggle. Saya Broughton: 


"That suggestion ia based On an il- 


lusion, and if I can help to dispel it 
by these brief notes, in which accu- 
rac\ Is the chief aim, I shall be re- 
warded " 


Broughton's painstaking care lest he 


write one word that cannot be sub- 
stantiated by fact is evident in the 
book. He reviews his country's army, 
Its navy, its air fleet, mercantile ma- 
rine, trade, munitions, finances, poli- 
tics, and attitude and has proof for 
every utterance.

"Germany, on the other hind, 
practically disregarding a fair and 
democratic method, is raising only 
an inlmitesenicU portion of her war 
expenses from income and war prof- 
Its.

PARIS, Aug. 25.—It might have peen 


thought that nothing new remained to 
be attempted In aerial warfare, but the 
French aviation authorities are consider- 
ing an idea, first suggested by the cele- 
brated pilot, Vedrlnes, of throwing seeds 
of that troublesome weed, couch-grass 
(known to fanners as squitch or quitch), 
over the cultivated land in Germany. .

where corn, beets, or potatoes are planted 
and that, if the supply, is not available, 
scientists would not take long to raise it 
in sufficient quantity to send a thousand 
of the aeroplanes which France is ex- 
pecting at an early date from the United 
States, over Germany's crops.

democracy ought to have been made the most potent factor in the 
establishment of permanent peace amongst the democracies of the 
world. 


But by the action of a few extremists, inspired in some cases by 


German sentiments, the greatest opportunity of any free democracy 
hos been so exploited as almost to convert a great triumph into a veri- 
table tragedy. 


The lesson of Russia is that it is not sufficient 
for a people to 


demonstrate its numerical strength, but that it must also demonstrate 
its constructive capacity and its regard for law and order. 


I remember asking one of the revolutionaries what he meant by 


the newly won freedom which gave him so much satisfaction, and he 
instantly replied that the revolution had won for them the right to 
say what they liked, do what they liked and take what they liked.

If history proves anything at 


all, it is that democracy has never 
yet succeeded u bpro it attempted 
to depart from tne principles of 
justice and truth in the exercise 
of its freedom; 
and only when 


the Russian people as a" whole 
recognize that national life can 
alone be permanently successful 
by the operation of these princi- 
ples will they be able to carry to 
full fruition their efforts to attain 
to the democratic ideal. 
Yet, in spite of all that has hap- 
pened, there are people in this 
country who seriously propose 
that we should follow the exam- 
ple 
of 
Russia 
and 
establish 


Workmen's and Soldier's councils. 
Is the idea a practicable one? 
In order to determine the util- 
ity of such organizations it is 
necessary to consider the actual' 
circumstances in which it is pro- 
posed they should be created. 


In Russia all sections of the 
people had for generations suf- 
fered under a bureaucracy as in- 
competent as it was corrupt, and 
they only revolted when con- 
vinced that the position was In- 
capable of improvement under the 
old regime. 
In this effort the 
Russian people, literally moving 
as one man, overthrew once for 
all the system which was bring- 
ing them every day nearer and 
nearer to ruin. In this great act 
of deliverance certain sections of 
the army participated., and In 
their opinion !t was essential, at 
any rate until a legislative as- 
sembly had been brought into be- 


themselves through a form of or- 
ganization most easily adapted to 
the existing circumstances. 
A DISASTROUS EXPERIMENT. 


But no one can for a moment 
support the claim that the condi- 
tions in Russia and England are 
comparable. 
This country has 
been the pioneer of all forms of 
organization in connection with 
the corporate life of the commu- 
nity, and at no time since the 
Cromwell 
period 
has 
it been 
thought necessary to form a mil- 
itary organization, or a joint or- 
ganization of the military and 
civilians, in order to promote the 
social or political interests of the 
people as a whole. 
It is an old adage that imita- 
tion is the smeercst form of flat- 
tery, but I douht whether the 
Russians themselves, having regard 
to tho duleront circumstances 
nnd the methn^ by which the 
creation of these orsani7ations in 
this country has been proposed, 
would regard the imitation as 
other than 
superficial, if not 


spurious. At any rate, most Rus- 
sians with whom I have con- 
versed envy the institutions, tho 
Influence and the freedom of the 
British people. 


As to whether the effort to 
create these organizations will be 
opposed by the recognized demo- 
cratic movement here. I need only 
say that the Labor Party execu- 
tive has already expressed itself 
in clear and unmistakable terms, 
and I shall be very much sur- 
prised if that attitude is not en- 
dorsed by the party's annual 
conference and by the Trade 
Union Congress. T am convinced

Up to the night of the 13th we 
had hoped that our lately deco- 
rated flag might be escorted to the 
ceremony and in the parade, but 
we were disappointed; they had 
no foreign contingents at all in 
the parade.

supper and 
said, "I've arranged a track meet 
with the —th regiment for to- 
morrow, the 14th.

REFUSE PRIZES. 
In the 100-meter run they had 
some ' low hurdles—a surprise 
party for us—and one of our 
fellows piled up on his ear in the 
first heat trying to go too fast. 
In the final heat there were five 
Americans left and four or five 
Frenchmen, and our boys finished 


• sec'ond, third and fourth. When 
they refused the prizes I think it 
did more for good feeling than 
anything else.

In tho 400-meter run 
Kimber was way ahead, but a

next four or flve were Americans. 
They had a greased pole. One of

I think one 
of us won it, though.

bareback and it sure was a crazy 
sight. The mules went loping all 
over the field, riders fell off and 
the crowd scattered in all direc- 
tions. 


There -was a bicycle race, *oo, 
and a soccer game and a band— 
the same one that used to prac- 
tice out at one of our posts in 
the St. Mihiel region. 
In the high jump my longf legs 


seemed to be extra useful, for I 
surprised everybody, myself th» 
most of all, by winning the event. 
After everybody else was out they 
wanted me to go on, so I jumped 
clear up Jo the top nail—about 
one meter, sixty or seventy cen- 
timeters, which is about 5 feet 6 
or 8 inches.

The Vrar Council has teen t-y!r.s to 


ifind out just what the Red Cross 
jcould do most effectively to hearten 
the French Army and to give to 
French soldiers a token of the fact 
that America Is with her ally with 
aJJ her power.

'cers have told the Red Cross that 
canteens and rest stations would do 
more for the Immediate welfare and 
contentment of the soldiers than 
'anything else that could be done. 
Therefore, the problem Is going to be 
Imet thoroughly and at once.

Slnoe the war started, that to. since 
the trotted States "enlisted,- the world 
hae seea the pendulum of Its affairs, 
business and otherwise, swing gradually 
toward the capital of the country. 


The United States Is the main "oper- 


ator" In the biggest business deal the 
world has ever seen—war. From Lon- 
don the keyboard which handled the war 
now has an extension run to Washington, 
and America has entered the market on a 
seal* which In Wall Street parlance Is 
dc^Saily "bullish." 


Millions In gold, millions IB men and 


million* In supplies, ship* and muni- 
tions are what America la throwing- Into 
the market. These minions must be se- 
cured exactly as any trust must secure 
its capital. 


The Government has had to com- 
bine, organize and gird itself the same 
•way a corporation might on entering a 
fight to a finish with its fierce rivals. 


The effect of all this has been to 
transform the scene of government Into 
one of business—big business. 


As an example of what, one phase of 
activity has meant, take tha ship-build- 
ing enterprise. 


The United States has had to enter the 
market first for steel and other ma- 
terial*. Firms must be secured to build 
the ship's. Then the ships must be fitted 
out wh«n completed. One detail of this 
alone again Illustrates the enormity of the 
business. Each ship must have refrig- 
erating plants. 
Even w hen the whole 


plan was still 'In the air" scores of ex- 
perts in this line were conferring or 
seeking conferences with the idea of ef- 
ficiently carrying out just the one detail. 


And th« refrigerating plant of a ship Is 


only one of hundreds ot other equally Im- 
portant parts. All of this has led to 


business men of the country being called 
in. 


Shipbuilding is only one part of the 


cour try's business, however. 
Taking 


every phase of the Government's activity 
since entering the war and comparing it 
with the one item of shipbuilding, the 
layman can get some idea an to just how 
much of a "big business corporation" 
Uncle Sum haa organized.

with $11,000 of the monev.

teen days after being filed with the clerk. 


The charter proposes to divide the city 


Into five wards and provides that the 
elective officers of the city shall be the 
mayor, five councllmen, auditor and board 
of education consisting of five members, 
all officials to be elected at large. Not 
more than one councilman and member 
of the board of education shaU reside In 
the same ward. The term of office for 
each official shall be fonr years. 


The bond of the mayor, councllmen and 


members of the Board of Education Is 
fixed at $2500 each, that of the city clerk 
$5000, that of the auditor $5000 and that of 
the treasurer and tax collector $25,000. 
Under a charter provision the salary 


of the mayor Is fixed at $1200 per year, 
while the councllmen will be given $240 
per annum, although they may attend one 
special meeting each month and receive 
$5 extra for that session. Tho auditor 
will be paid $1500 per annum. 


The appointive -officers consist of a I 
city clerk to be paid $1800 per annum, a 
city engineer to be paid $2400 per MTHITM, 
a health officer to be paid $600 per an- 


and police to be paid $1800 per year, a 
city attorney to be paid $800 per year, and 
a city treasurer and tar collector to be 
paid $900 per annum. 


The auditor is to be permitted to ap- 
point a deputy to be paid $900 per year 
and hold office at the pleasure of the 
auditor, while the clerk may appoint two 
deputies, one to receive $100 per month 
and the other $75 per month.

Grilse Fishing in 


Eel River to Draw 
Many Anglers Soon 


Grilse and salmon trout fishing on the 


Eel river in Humboldt county will draw 
many fishing enthusiasts in the next week 
or two. 
Grilse are three-year-old steel- 


head trout, and will start up the Eel 
river in great numbers about the first 
of September. In the vicinity of Fern- 
dale there are several largre pools where 
the salmon trout and grilse may be 
caujrht easily at this time. 
The young Steelhead trout, which go 
out every year about this time, stay in 
the ocean for two years, and when they

Very few motorists who drive cars up- 


holstered in real leather know how many 
intricate and complicated processes that 
leather has undergone before It is shaped 
over the seats of their car. Just what has 
happened between the day when -a husky 
young steer gave up his hld» to the tan- 
nery, and the day, months later, when 
the upholsterer tacked that hide over the 
frame of a. car, was told recently by H. 
R. McDonald of the McDonald-Green Mo- 
tor o.. Velio distributors. 


"To be good upholstery It must be so 
treated that It will be flexible and soft, 
take a Rood finish and hold It fold with- 
out cracking, emiure auvei» \ve«kr and \ro 
absolutely waterproof 
These severe r». 


quirements make It imperative that each 
hide be treated separately and with the 
greatest care. 


THROUGH PROCESSES. 


"The hide must be tanned, buffed, spilt, 


embossed, dyed, enameled and water- 
proofed before It reaches the upholstery 
shop, and there It must be cut into the 
proper shapes and fitted with the great- 
est care over the upholstered, portions of 
the car. 


"The tanning substances used are al- 


ways strongly astringent, and these draw 
the fibers of the skin together closely to 
insure compactness and toughness. When 
the tanning process is about half finished 
the hides are split. For Velle cars a hand 
buffed outside layer of the leather is used. 
This carries the natural grain of the 
leather with greater flexibility''and wear- 
ing qualities. 


IS "HAND-BOARDED." 


"Then comes the surfacing process. The 


grain must be raised by 'hand-boarding;' 


a process which gives the various pebbled 
and grain effects seen on the finished 
leather, and which are usually supposed 
to be natural 'grain' of the hide. Some- 
times the less expensive process of ma- 
chine embossing is used OL\ hides, but this 
has been found unsatisfactory. 


"At this point the tanner .leaves oft 


and the dye shop begins its work. The

Water-proofed and 


sent to the upholsterer. From that mom- 
ent the process of upholstering a Velle is 
very much like that of fitting a suit of 
clothes on a man.

"AS a motor car fuel, kerosene has 


been hampered by its odor, the need of 
an auxiliary gasoline tank for starting 
purposes and by the problem of heat 
regulation IE improperly designed mo- 
tors," adds Harroun.

cheap gasoline,

KEROSENE BURNED. 


That kerosene can be'burned in these 


motors Harroun is confident. His own 
research in the fleid of kerosene re- 
sulted years ago in an effective series 
of demonstrations with a carburetor o* 
his own design which, in touring and 
racing, showed itself fully capable of 
holding its own against gasoline, even 
in motor ear engines. 


It was with this carburetor and with 


kerosene as a fuel that Teddy Tetzlaff 
and the late Billy Carlson and Hughle 
Hughes won in 1914 more than 100 races, 
including in their campaign money-win- 
ning feats in nearly all the main road 
and speedway classics of the year.
